At the open meeting of the 
Women’s Club, held in Knowles Hull 
Tuesday afternoon, Nov. 35th. Mrs. 
William 0. Steele, chairman of the 
music department of the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, gave 
the following address: 

'Our boys do not sing. This fact 
\va brought out during the war, and 
upon investigation, il was discovered 
that the reason for this is not that 
they haven’t the voice, nor the 
physique, but they simply do not 
ktuuv hon\ and we naturally conclude 
that there is something materially 
wrong with our system of education. 
In France, there is not n festival in 
which music does not appear as an 
important factor. They sing in the 
harvest season, when the new moon 
comes, in fact upon every occasion, 
when they can possibly do so, they 
siriir, and consequently, they know 
how to sing. If a talented child, 
especially a I my, is born into the vil¬ 
lage, and the parents have not the 
means to develop this talent, the 
neighbors in that village, or even the 
nation itself will undertake to give 
that child the opportunities it needs. 

"It is only recently that music was 
given a place in our public schools. 
While girls are often given the ad¬ 
vantage of music lessons, it is feared 
by most good parents, that giving 
their sons the same advantage would 
make 'milksops’ of them. 

"At the time of the Revolution, the 
only song the boys sang was ‘Yankee 
Doodle.’ which was first a British 
song, later transported to the Neth- 
rrlaius. and finally brought over to 
America. Some time later, Francis 
Scott Key wrote the words to ‘The 
Star Spangled Banner,’ which had 
first been a Virginia drinking song, 
having been brought over from Eng¬ 
land. In IK112 wss written the great¬ 
est song, which it seems to me we 
have. The tune came from a negro 
camp meeting in North Carolina, ft 
came out in New York, and the effect 
was electrical. Everybody was either 
1 flinging or playing the tune, to which 
Julia Ward Howe later composed the 
word* we know, of 'The Battle Hymn 
of the Republic.’ 

“The Civil War brought forth 
quite a number of songs, hut in this 
war, the men went forth in a very 
depressed state of mind, and the 
music reflects this sadness. In the

In a closely played game at the 
Fair Grounds in Orlando, Thanksgiv¬ 
ing Day, the Aviators’ aggregation 
from Carlstrom Field won the final 
game of the season from Winter Park, 
by a closely contested score, 10 to 2. 
The game was marked throughout by 
sensational plays mid snappy back- 
field work. Returned punt* and end 
runs made up moat of the brilliant 
plays during the game, 

Captain Boyd, formerly a star of 
Pittsburgh University, Itoske and 
Denser featured for the visitors, 
while Shannon, Chance and Boyle 
tore loose with some pretty work for 
the locals. Chance played cleverly 
during the entire game and was ro- 
-iponsitiTc for many of the local team’s 
gains, Zeiglet* played with his usual 
■‘get there or bust” style and had the 
Aviators guessing by his clever work. 
“Dick” Haggerty and Salisbury were 
right there when if came to breaking 
up pretty plays of the opponents. 
"Dud” Wilson and Noe proved regular 
Sampsons in holding up thq line, 
“Red” Palmer was on the job too and 
set things burning on the old end with 
that red mop of hi a. “Smut” Fletch¬ 
er had what, is commonly known as 
pure, downright grit. As everyone 
knows, "Smut” was laid out in the 
hist game between Stetson and Win¬ 
ter Park, and against the doctor’s ad¬ 
vice came hack into the game and ex- 
sept for one instance, in which 3je was 
only dazed, stuck thru most the game, 
bringing ’em down, right and left.

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help the teachers 


In the last few years there has 
heen much dispute anions Americana 
concerning the efficiency of our pres¬ 
ent day educational system, but the 
(*reat world war has proved its prac¬ 
ticability and efficiency, beyond all 
semblance of a doubt. 

Lot us stop for ti moment and con¬ 
sider the tremendous place that 
American education has played in the 
recent war where have been trained 
tno.se splendid youths who, in almost 
a day, mastered the intricate tech¬ 
nique of modern warfare* and throng¬ 
ing, two million strong across the sea, 
fought anti defeated the veteran 
legions of Germany. What agencies 
have molded their character and 
taught them patriotism, self-reliance, 
and consecration to an ideal? The 
public schools, the colleges, and the 
universities of the United States are 
perhaps the most potent of these 
agencies. 

The schools and universities have 
performed these apparent miracles; 
consequently we are likely to think 
of the school system in an impersonal 
way. But it is the American teacher 
who makes up the public schools and 


colleges, an 1 1 it is these same Amer¬ 
ican teachers who have been respon¬ 
sible for the greater part of the train¬ 
ing of 11»osc American soldiers who 
revealed such heroism on the Held of 
battle. 

These teachers are now before the 
country asking fnr a salary not com¬ 
mensurate with the value of their 
services—America is not rich enough 
to afford that—but large enough to 
really live on—not extravagantly, but 
in accordance with the dignity of 
their calling. They are forced to ask 
this increase in salaries bemuse the 
constantly increasing price of com¬ 
modities makes it no longer possible 
to exist on their present meagre pay. 

The average American citizen does 
not seem to believe that the teachers 
are poorly paid, because they appear 
prosperous and happy. 

Taxpayers act stupefied when the 
nessity for an increase of teachers’ 
salaries is urged. Up to the present 
time, the timid, modest teachers have 
made tittle complaint, consequently 
the limited requests which have been 
made get little attention from a pub¬ 
lic hardened to Bolshevik methods. 
These are facts which every loyal cit¬ 
izen should took squarely in the face. 

The United States Bureau of Edu¬ 
cation stated in Bulletin No. 4, 111 19* 
that “Salaries of teachers are so low 
that they offer neither incentive to 
professional preparation nor encour¬ 
agement to long tenure. Moreover, 
the new and more lucrative opportun¬ 
ities which the war has made avail¬ 
able to teachers have made serious 
Inroads in the profession, It cannot 
he expected that qualified persons will 
continue to teach, or that capable ones 
will prepare for teaching, unless rad¬ 
ical and sweeping changes are forth¬ 
coming in the salary scale.” The bu¬ 
reau estimates that there were 50,000 
vacancies in the public schools of the 
country last fall, and that in addi¬ 
tion 120,000 untrained and inexperi¬ 
enced persons had been placed in 
teaching positions in order to keep 
the schools open at all. 

The Harvard University Press con¬ 
tains the following comment: 

“Because of the underpayment of 
the teaching stuff, Harvard is threat¬ 
ened with the loss of some of her bril¬ 
liant men and with increasing diffi¬ 
culty iu replacing thorn with teachers 
of caliber. 

“The tusk of teaching, with its col¬ 
lateral reading and preparation, is 
arduous enough in itself. Absolute 
necessity compels many teachers to 
drive themselves to their utmost limit. 
This means a poorer grade of teach¬ 
ing from men capable of the highest 
grade. It is not fair to the students, 
and it is not fair to the teachers. 
Most important of all it is not fair to 
the country which the university 
serves. Harvard may expect loyalty 
From her teachers, but she should not 
expect economic martyrdom I 

“Unless college professors receive 
increased salaries soon, ’the last col¬ 
lege professor will die of malnutrition 
in November, 1026/ predicts Eliot 
Wadsworth, chairman of the Harvard 
Endowment fund. He continues: 

“A stuffed specimen of the collegii 
professor ianus will then doubtless be 
placed, along with the dodo, the five- 
cent fare, and the ginrickey, in the 
Smithsonian Institute." 

We can, I suppose, secure third 
rate teachers at starvation wages; 
we can intrust the education of our 
children to men and women in the 
janitor and washer-woman stage of 
evolution, hut we shall pay in the in¬ 
evitable deterioration of our Ameri¬ 
can manhood and womanhood at a

north there were such songs as ‘Just 
Before the Rattle, Mother.' The 
battle song of the South in this war 
was ’Dixie.' 

"The Spanish-American war gave 
us one song 'There's n Hot Time in 
the Old Town Tonight,' and I ran 
imagine that Roosevelt enjoyed sing¬ 
ing it, amt I hope it will live just be¬ 
cause he liked it. 

"Just before the war with Ger¬ 
many, we: began to develop commun¬ 
ity stinging. We have developed the 
greatest, pi a no industry in the world, 
Rictiirdi once said to me, ‘You have 
made wonderful pianos that equal 
even our?, and you have made harps 
that surpass ours.’ And that is a 
fact Italy sends for her harps to 
America. Our thirteen great stand¬ 
ing orchestras equal those of England 
and France, hut what we do need is 
mere and better music in our public 
schools. I do not want music in our 
public schools if it is to lie taught 
merely as a frill. It is a real study, 
anil should be given an equal footing 
in our schools. Too often we forget 
this important fact, and, if a member 
of the school board has a daughter 
whfr happens to know something about 
music, we put her in. Now when we 
have a woman like Miss Dyer at the 
head of this department, we may be 
sure that these conditions will be im¬ 
proved She should have ft strong 
committee in every part of the state. 
She should see, and will see, that 
music is properly taught in the 
schools. 

“What a wonderful opportunity you 
in the South have of developing and 
using this wonderful negro music, 
and using it as a beneficial influence. 
There is a wealth of material that 
will go to waste, unless we do our 
part to encourage and conserve it. 

“We want to make New York the 
grt-atest music center of America I 
was in the home of F A, Sei boiling, 
tin* great rubber manufacturer, in 
Akron, Ohio, and we worked out a 
plan by which we can erect a great 
institution in New York City, with 
branches all through the country. 
We are planning to put on a big drive, 
under tho management of Mr. Ward, 
who directed the seven million Lib¬ 
erty Loan Drive, ami we are going to 
erect an institution where the thou¬ 
sands of American students who 
flock annually to New York to study 
music, may tie given instruction by 
American teachers, where they may 
hear American opera with an Amer¬ 
ican orchestra. We are firmly con¬ 
vinced that there is nothing that can¬ 
not be benefited by music. Mr. Sei- 
berling feels certain that more music 
would do away with tile labor prob- 
1 ;m, anti he has placed live or six good 
musicians right in his factory, and 
finds that he has far le3s trouble with 
strikes ”
